An Andaman base cou ld play 
a k ey role in Moscow’s newly 
proposed collectiv e secu rity sy s­ 
tem for the containment of 
mainland China, Sov iet diplo­ 
mats were said to hav e empha­ 
sized in their proposal to India 
The Asian secu rity arrange­ 
ment was first mentioned pu b­ 
licly Ju ne 8 by Leonid I. Brezh­ 
nev . the Sov iet party first secre­ 
tary , in his opening address to a 
world Commu nist conference in 
Moscow. 
The Sov iet proposal has ar­ 
ou sed great cu riosity here and 
in other world capitals ev er 
smc-e. Secretary of State Wil­

Answering q u estions ahou t the

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
AFL-CIO accused the Defense 
Department today of being “ a 
massive scab and strikebreak­ 
er” for continuing to buy mil­ 
lions of pounds of labor-boycot­ 
ted California table grapes for 
shipment to Vietnam. 


“ I doubt that the soldiers are 
crying for them,” said William 
L. Kircher, chief AFL-CIO or­ 
ganizer and strategist behind 
the long strike and boycott 
against grape growers by the 
United Farm Workers Organiz­ 
ing Committee. 
Kircher said he believed the 
Defense Department was bow­ 
ing to pressure from business 
groups to more than double its 
purchases of table grapes this 
year and boost shipments to 
Vietnam nearly seven-fold. 
“ It ill behooves the United 
States government to, on the 
one hand pay lip service to the 
concept of collective bargaining 
which embraces striking and 
consumer boycotting—and then 
to play the role of a massive 
scab and strikebreaker by up­ 
ping 
its 
consumption 
of 
grapes,” Kircher said in a re­ 
corded radio interview. 
The AFL-CIO said the De­ 
fense Department’s own figures 
show it more than doubled 
grape purchases to eight million 
pounds in the first half of fiscal 
1969 and boosted Vietnam ship­ 
ments from 555,000 pounds in 
1968 to 4.1 million pounds this 
year. 
“ The United States govern­ 
ment—the Defense Department 
—is buying more grapes today 
than it has ever bought in its 
history,” Kircher said. 


He spoke on a radio program 
sponsored by the AFL-CIO. 


The Defense Department said 
it is not buying more grapes 
just because there are more 
available and cheaper because 
of the labor boycott. Purchases 
are based on planned menus, 
cost, nutritional value and per­ 
ishability, it said in a memoran­ 
dum.

Fulbright 
Gets Even 
With Nixon 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright is trying to turn 
the tables on President Nixon 
by bucking administration nom­ 
inees who support deployment 
of Safeguard antiballistic mis­ 
siles—ABMs. 
At Fulbright’s direction the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee he heads has passed over 
Nixon’s nomination of William 
J. Casey as a member of the 
General Advisory Committee of 
the Arms Control and Disarma­ 
ment Agency. Casey, chairman 
of the Citizens Committee for 
Peace with Security, is leading 
a publicity campaign for the ad­ 
ministration 
ABM 
program 
which Fulbright strongly op­ 
poses. 
All 15 appointees to the agen­ 
cy got caught in the same hold 
order. 
In addition, Fulbright said he 
expects to recall Spurgeon M. 
Keeny Jr., chosen for assistant 
director of the disarmament 
agency. 
President Nixon told an April 
news conference he had decided 
not to appoint Dr. Franklin 
Long of Cornell University as 
head of the National Science 
Foundation because of the lat­ 
ter’ s opposition to ABM. 
While Fulbright didn’t say so, 
it seemed obvious to his col­ 
leagues the Arkansas Democrat 
is of a mind to make the road 
difficult for appointees who get 
out in front in support of ABM, 
an issue that will come before 
the Senate after the July 4 re­ 
cess. 
Fulbright said he wants to ex­ 
plore “ the published views” of 
Casey. The chairman made it 
clear he was concerned about a 
newspaper 
advertisement 
in 
which Casey’s committee said a 
public opinion poll showed 84 
per cent of Americans support 
ABM. Fulbright questions that 
assessment. 
Casey, in putting out an ap­ 
peal Wednesday for citizens to 
write their senators and con­ 
gressmen. said a 10 per cent mi­ 
nority was stimulating mail 
against ABM. 
Fulbright’s 
quarrel 
with 
Keeny is over the latter’s testi­ 
mony at a committee hearing 
that he favors continuation of 
work on both offensive and de­ 
fensive weapons. 
The Committee chairman said 
it was “ pitiful ... awful” that 
Keeny should testify that the So­ 
viet Union might regard U.S. m- 
terncontinental 
missiles 
as 
“ part of a first strike counter­ 
force capability." 
Fulbright announced he was 
going to oppose the Kenny nomi­ 
nation. He temporarily withheld 
judgment on Casey until the lat­

Some of the atrocities he was 
talking about includes burning 
down villages, killing women 
and children, kidnapping 15 and 
16-y ear-olds 
and 
terrorizing 
older people. 
Defect to Allies 
“The atrocities committed 
are common knowledge to us 
because of the defectors we 
get,” he said. “We are alway s 
try ing to win the Viet Cong over 
without shooting them. They 
come over all the time,” he 
added. 
One group 
of Viet Cong 
defectors 
is known as Kit 
Carson’s Scouts. 
They have 
saved many American lives, 
according to Captain Bishop, 
and they are well thought of by 
infantry units. “They are paid 
for being scouts,” he said, 
“after a period of training and 
assurances that they will not 
lead the American soldiers into 
a trap. 
“We had one member of the 
Scouts that was recommended 
posthumously by his company 
commander for the Silver Star 
— the third highest award for 
bravery . An American soldier 
had tripped a booby trap and 
the scout put his body between 
the blast of the grenade and the 
American sq uad. The scout was 
killed but only one American 
was injured — not seriously .” 
he said. 
When asked if he would go 
back 
to 
Vietnam, 
Captain 
Bishop said, “There’s a good 
chance I will. I won’t volunteer 
because

return if the war continues" 


FREDERICK, Md. (AP) - 
Every Boy Scout knows that the 
American flag should be dis­ 
play ed only from sunrise to sun­ 
set. 
There are some ex ceptions, 
however, where it flies day and 
night in all kinds of weather. 
Most of these are within a 40- 
mile radius of Baltimore; 
—The east and west fronts of 
the U.S. Capitol in Washington. 
—Ft. McHenry in Baltimore, 
where the flag inspired Francis 
Scott Key to write "The Star- 
Spangled Banner" 
—The Flag House in Balti­ 
more. There, Mary ' Pickersgill 
made the flag Key saw waving 
at Ft. McHenry . 
—And at Key 's grave in 
Frederick’s Mount OUvet Ceme­ 
tery . 
The 16-foot Key monument, on 
a grassy knoll surrounded by 
stately trees, is topped by a 
standing figure of Key . 
His right hand indicates the 
flag to his companions. In his 
left is the hat taken from his 
head in reverence. 
Key penned a stanza on the 
back of an envelope during a 
25-hour British bombardment of 
Baltimore in 1814. Congress des­ 
ignated it the National Anthem 
in 1931. 
When Key died in 1843 in Bal­ 
timore, he was buried there. His 


body was removed to the family 
lot in Mount Olivet in 1866. In 
1898, Key and his wife Mary , 
were placed in a cry pt at the 
ba.se of the monument. 
The monument was financed 
by a legislative appropriation, 
fund raising by the Key Monu­ 
ment Association and contribu­ 
tions of pennies, nickels and 
dimes from school children 
across the United States. 
Many 
school 
children are 
among the tourists visiting the 
grave. 


Robert A. Kline, superinten­ 


dent and secretary of the non­ 
profit cemetery , keeps a fresh 
flag fluttering atop the flagpole 
at the monument. This means 
replacement at least once a 
month. 


Veterans organizations con­ 
tribute some flags. Funeral di­ 
rectors provide others at the di­ 
rection of families who have 
buried relatives in Mount Oliv­ 
et. 
Standing in a prominent spot 
at the cemetery entrance, the 
monument and flag are flood­ 
lighted at night.

(AP) — Secretary -General U 
Thant has called fo r a wo rld­ 
wide pact banning the dev elo p­ 
ment, pro du ctio n and sto ckpil­ 
ing o f all chemical and germ 
warfare agents fo r “their effec­ 
tiv e eliminatio n fro m the arse­ 
nal o f weapo ns.” 
Thant’s three-po int pro po sal 
was sent to the U.N. Disarma­ 
ment Co mmittee that o pened a 
new ro u nd o f discu ssio ns in Ge­ 
nev a to day , to all 126 members 
o f the United Natio ns and to the 
U N. Secu rity Co u ncil. 
The pro gram also u rges all 
natio ns to accede to the Genev a 
Pro to co l o f 19 25, which pro hibits 
the u se o f po iso no u s gas and 
germ warfare, and calls fo r a 
clear affirmatio n that the 19 25 
ban applies to the u se in war o f 
all germ and chemical agents, 
inclu ding tear gas. 
The United States signed bu t 
nev er ratified the pro to co l, 
which has the fo rmal endo rse­ 
ment o f mo re than 6 0 go v ern­ 
ments. Japan is the o nly o ther 
majo r po wer that has no t acced­ 
ed to the agreement. 
T h a n t ’s reco mmendatio ns 
were acco mpanied by a 118- 
page stu dy prepared fo r him by 
an internatio nal gro u p o f 14 ex ­ 
perts. 
The ex perts warned that “any 
co u ntry co u ld dev elo p o r ac­ 
qu ire” the capacity to wage war 
with chemical o r bacterio lo gical 
weapo ns and that there is no 
su re defense against su ch weap­ 
o ns. So me o f them, the ex perts 
said, co u ld endanger the fu tu re 
o f mankind. 
Altho u gh gas warfare was 
u sed in Wo rld War I and a nu m­ 
ber o f natio ns are kno wn to 
hav e sto ckpiled chemical and 
germ weapo ns du ring and since 
Wo rld War II, the ex perts cited 
o nly the United States as an ex ­ 
ample o f a natio n which has 
u sed the weapo ns in a recent 
war They cited American u se 
o f herbicides to defo liate ju ngles 
and fo rests in So u th Vietnam. 
“ There is as y et no scientific 
ev alu atio n o f the lo ng-term eco ­ 
lo gical changes resu lting fro m 
these attacks,” the repo rt said. 
“One estimate is that so me 
mangro v e fo rests may need 20 
y ears to regenerate, and fears 
hav e been ex pressed abo u t the 
fu tu re o f the animal po pu la­ 
tio n.”

mentation for receipt, storage 
and distribution of bulk POL 
(fuels and lubricants), tlu* team 
concluded that there had been a 
complete breakdown in the ac­ 
counting system. ” the report 
said. 
“All participants agreed.” it 
said at another point, ” that 
team recommendations, if im­ 
plemented, would result in im­ 
proved property administration 
and accounting 
“ Without exception, however, 
the con.sensus was that the com­

The report criticized dcxjens of 
petroleum management prac­ 
tices.

What a Birt h Cert if icat e! 


Amid all the nudity and neo n, there 
o pened o n Bro adway this past seaso n a 
new musical with the simple title, “ 1 7 7 6.” 
The play deals, as well as a musical can, 
with the deliberatio ns and debates o f the 
Seco nd 
Co ntinental 
Co ng ress 
that 
culminated the writing and sig ning o f the 
Declaratio n o f Independence. 
Altho ug h 
at 
least 
o ne 
rev iewer 
co mplained that the sho w was tasteless 
and stereo ty ped and reduced the hero ic 
birth o f the natio n to the lev el o f a “ feeble 
v audev illian jape,” it wo n the New Yo rk 
Drama Critics’ Award. And altho ug h it 
co ntains no scenes o f simulated sex , it 
receiv ed 
immediate 
and 
co ntinuing 
po pular acclaim. 
This is wo rthy o f no te at a time when 
Americans seem to be immersed in 
cy nicism and self-do ubt, unpleased with 
the present and no t alto g ether co nfident o f 
the future. Perhaps, underneath all the 
so phisticatio n, we are lo o king fo r any kind 
o f reaffirmatio n that what happened in 
Philadelphia 1 9 3 y ears ag o was so mething 
immensely 
wo rthwhile, 
unique 
and 
mo mento us in human histo ry . 
We can thank the y o ung peo ple o f to day 
in part fo r this current mo o d o f natio nal 
intro spectio n. They are no lo ng er co ntent 
to 
accept 
ro manticized, 
whitewashed 
histo ry . With the special talent o f the 
y o ung fo r perceiv ing that the empero r has 
no clo thes, o r at least is no t as eleg antly 
g arbed as he imag ines, they demand that 
we no t o nly tell it like it is but like it really 
was as well. 
The Bo sto n Massacre, the New Yo rk and 
Bo sto n Tea Parties, the Rev o lutio n itself, 
they remind us, were acts o f v io lence 
ag ainst the established autho rity o f the 
day . 


The men we rev ere as hero es were 
co nsidered dang ero us radicals by their 
co nserv ativ e 
co ntempo raries, 
who 
numbered 
po ssibly 
a 
third 
o f 
the 
po pulatio n o f the co lo nies. Few o f tho se 
who sig ned their names to that parchment 
in Philadelphia had any intentio n o f 
ex tending the inalienable rig hts they 
claimed fo r themselv es to any o ne no t o f 
their race and class. 
Yet 
strang ely 
eno ug h, 
when these 
y o ung sters call American so ciety to task 
fo r its sins o f o missio n and co mmissio n, 
they fig urativ ely ho ld alo ft the v ery 
Declaratio n o f Independence which these 
imperfect men created, demanding o f 
o thers, “ When are YOU g o ing to liv e up to 
it?” 
Receiv ing no answers that satisfy them, 
to o many o f the y o ung seem prepared to 
write 
o ff 
America 
as 
a 
finished 
ex periment, 
a failure. 
But the flag , 
whatev er stains may blemish it, is no t y et 
fo r burning . America, fo r all its faults and 
sho rtco ming s, means mo re to mo re peo ple 
aro und the wo rld than ev er in its past. It is 
because g reat thing s are ex pected o f us — 
no t ho ped fo r but ex pected — that there is 
such a readiness to po unce o n us fo r any 
departure fro m o ur g uiding ideals.

America, they pay it the hig hest po ssible 
co mpliment, whether they intend to o r no t. 
What happened in Philadelphia 1 9 3 y ears 
ag o was indeed so mething immensely 
wo rth-while, unique and mo mento us in 
human histo ry .

WASHINGTON — Sooner or later President 
Nix on has g ot to decide whether he’s g oing to stick 
with the v ig orou s and g rowing liberal wing of the 
Repu blican Party or with the hoary oldsters led by 
that dramatic apostle of reaction. Sen. Ev erett 
McKinley Dirksen of Illinois. The President can’t 
do a balancing act between the two mu ch long er 
Already Senate GOP liberals are g etting restless. 
The party elected some promising y ou ng senators 
last Nov ember, most of them from states where the 
Neg ro-labor-prog ressiv e v ote is heav y , and they 
know they can’t g et reelected if they don’t rev italize 
the Grand Old Party u nder an u p-to^ate imag e. 
That’s why Sen. Charles Goodell of New York, 
one of the brig ht stars among the new Repu blicans, 
called Dirksen an “obstru ctionist,” thereby cau sing 
the old basso profu ndo from Illinois to sou nd off for 
40 minu tes ag ainst Goodell at a priv ate lu ncheon 
Goodell stu ck to his g u ns howev er 
“No one man shou ld be permitted to v eto a 
presidential appointment, ” he said after Dr John 
Knowles was blocked as Assistant Secretary of 
HEW by Dirksen and the AMA. “ Yet the American 
Medical Association and the minority leader 
(Dirksen) now hav e su cceeded in su ch a v eto” 
That’s also why y ou ng Sen. Charles Mathias of 
Mary land remarked that the rev olt has “already 
beg u n;’’ and why Sen. Hu g h Scott of Pennsy lv ania, 
former chairman of the GOP National Committee 
and assistant to Dirksen as GOP whip, warned: 
“How mu ch more of this before there is a liberal 
GOP rebellion? Not v ery mu ch. ” 
Sen. Scott did not mention Dirksen. He didn’t 
hav e to. For in case after case the tu ba-toned 
senator from Illinois has g one directly cou nter to 
liis President and each time his President has 
retreated. Here is the roll call of Dirksen v ictories 
—Dirksen Victories— 
1 Dirksen ax ed a rev ision of the ex port control 
act barring trade with Commu nist cou ntries ju st at 
a time when his President was planning a trip to 
Romania, a cou ntry ' which we hav e encou rag ed to 
be independent and which wants more than 
any thing else trade with the USA. 
Sens Ed Mu skie, Me., and Walter Mondale, 
Minn., had worked ou t a liberalized East-West trade 
policy , bu t Dirksen reacted as if the nation was in 
dire peril. Qu ickly , Nix on retreated. Meanwhile 
Japan, West (Germany and other American allies 
continu e doing a thriv ing bu siness selling g oods to 
f'ommu nist cou ntries, which American merchants 
u nder the old law cannot do 
2 Dirksen is the sole Senate force pu shing for a 
constitu tional conv ention in order to rev erse the 
Su preme i’ou rt’;s one-man-one-v ote ru ling for the 
reapportionnient of state leg islatu res. Many state 
leg islatu res hav e already reapportioned and find 
that the ru ling g iv es a mu ch fairer break to the 
su bu rbs and big cities, most of them in dire trou ble 
from lack of leg islativ e representation 
Yet Dirksen persists in demanding that a 
constitu tional conv ention be called for the first time

Russians Eye Pre-emptive 


Strike at Red China

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It has now been learned that a nu m ber of y ears ag o 
the leaders of the Kremlin seriou sly debated the pre­ 
emptiv e bombing of Lop Nor and other Commu nist Chinese 
nu clear facilities in Sinkiang Prov ince. 
The story is g oing the rou nds in W estern diplomatic 
circles that Nikita Khru shchev was ou sted in part be­ 
cau se of the role he play ed in this fig ht. Khru shchev re­ 
portedly was for the bombing . Bu t in that rou nd, the 
dov es won. 
There is some ev idence reaching here (in v ery small 
dribbles to be su re) that this sam e debate is now ag ain 
g oing on within the Sov iet Politbu ro. 
The Red arm y ’s v oice is strong er now. Bu t the operation 
wou ld be infinitely more difficu lt than in Khru shchev ’s 
time. Mao Tse-tu ng has dispersed his nu clear and missile 
facilities widely . He has mov ed cru cial sections of his 
operations u nderg rou nd and streng thened them ag ainst 
bombing and blast. 
Any aerial raid on Commu nist China’s critical nu clear 
and missile works today wou ld alm ost certainly hav e to 
u se hy drog en weapons. The raids wou ld need to be ex ­ 
traordinarily precise. A fist fu ll of bombs or m issiles wou ld 
be requ ired. The operations wou ld hav e to keep fallou t at 
v ery low lev els. 
(The hig h winds mov e East. Any appreciable fallou t 
wou ld hav e strong effects in North and Sou th Korea, Japan 
and the United States.) 
Pu re reasoning wou ld seem to indicate that u nder these 
circu m stances the Ru ssians wou ld not carry ou t su ch an 
operation. Bu t su ch log ic prov ed wrong when applied to the 
intellig ence indicating a Ru ssian inv asion of Czechoslo­ 
v akia last su m m er. 
The stakes are hig h. It is no t the Sino -So v iet bo rder 
clashes o v er disputed territo ry that causes bUe to rise in 
Kremlin thro ats. It is that Russia’s leaders feel they are 
faced almo st daily with so me new ev idence o f Red Chinese 
“ blackmail.” The So v iet Unio n has made this plain in 
secret co mmunicatio ns to so me friendly and so me neutral 
g o v ernments. 
• When Moscow mov es in E astern Eu rope, as in 
Czechoslov akia, Peking threatens m ilitary reprisals in 
Asia. 
• China is u sing its u nderg rou nd to u ndercu t the Sov iet 
Union in the delicate Middle East. 
• Peking infiltrates rev olu tionary cadre into Sov iet 
border prov inces av owedly to dev elop “ Vietnam ” in the 
Eastern reaches of the Sov iet em pire. 
The situ ation is bad in 1969. It will become “ impossible” 
by 1975 when Red China m ay hav e 15 intercontinental or 
su bmarine-lau nched nu clear missiles. 
With 1 5 well-placed ICBMs, Red China co uld take o ut a 
tenth o f Russia’s po pulatio n and clo se to a third o f her 
industrial capacity . 
Becau se Red China’s popu lation is so dispersed and 
becau se (as the U.S. discov ered in North Vietnam) an 
ag ricu ltu ral cou ntry is relativ ely less affected by indu strial 
destru ction, Moscow wou ld hav e no credible retaliatory 
threat to offset Red Chinese blackmail. 
On balance, some top analy sts here are conv inced the 
Sov iet Union will in the end decide not to risk this opera­ 
tion. Other equ ally competent men hav e their fing ers 
crossed. 
Bu t there’s a wide and considered belief the Sov iet 
Union mu st do something m ilitarily or politically . The 
situ ation is not one that Ru ssian leaders in the past hav e 
been willing to tolerate for long withou t some m ajor at­ 
tem pt at a solu tion.

Hand in Paris Talks

PARIS (NEA) 
Hanoi’s and the Viet Cong ’s representativ es at the 
Paris peace talks display a pu blic mood of bu oy ant 
confidence bu t their barg aining position, it is 
increasing ly clear, has been weakened by the 
Ru ssian-Chinese conflict. 
Ev en their propag anda ag ainst the United States 
and the “ corru pt” Saig on g ov ernment has lost its 
sting and is no long er reported by most Eu ropean 
newspapers. 
“American colonialism” was still the chief targ et 
at the last press conferences g iv en by the 
Vietnamese Commu nists. Bu t this writer is reliably 
informed that French Commu nists loy al to Ru ssia 
who ju st retu rned from the international conference 
in Moscow brou g ht back the messag e that the main 
enemy is now “Mao Tse-tu ng ’s cliqu e” in Peking 
and not the United States. 
This is a bitter pill that the Vietnamese Reds will 
hav e to swallow sooner or later to appease Ru ssia. 
Rig ht now their standing in Moscow is at its lowest. 
Sov iet Commu nist chief Leonid Brezhnev deals 
harshly with dissenters. Apparently he will not 
forg et or forg iv e Hanoi’s and the Viet Cong ’s failu re 
to show u p at the Moscow conference. The Kremlin 
saw it as an act of disloy alty to Ru ssia and a v ictory 
for Mao. 
“Bu t ev en if 
Brezhnev 
shou ld 
want, 
for 
Commu nist ideolog ical reasons, to continu e to 
su pply the Vietnamese with arms and economic aid 
he wou ld encou nter opposition from the Red 
Army ’s marshals and g enerals.” 
This is the v iew of a Ru ssian defector in a position 
to know who recently reached a Western capital. 
“As long as they are worried abou t their frontier 
of 4,(X)0 miles with China the Red Army ’s strateg ists 
are anx iou s to end the war in Vietnam and to 
prev ent the ou tbreak of another major conflict in 
the Middle East. ” 
He also emphasized — what has long been known 
to specialists on Ru ssia in the West — that Sov iet 
military men are conv inced that the Commu nists 
are doomed to defeat in Vietnam. 
This does not mean that the Ru ssians who claim 
to be the leaders of world commu nism can or will 
tu rn their back on the Vietnamese Reds. There will 
certainly be no pu blic repu diation. This is not the 
way thing s are done in the mu rky Marx ist-Leninist 
world 
Bu t the Hanoi and Viet Cong representativ es in 
Paris, for all their brav ado, are leading from 
weakness and not from streng th. They are obv iou s­ 
ly play ing for time 
The Commu nists pretend to be heartened by any 
ev idence of antiwar restlessness in the United 
States. They ov eremphasize statements critical of 
President Nix on by ex diplomats su ch as Av erell 
Harriman, who was chief U.S. neg otiator at the* 
Paris talks in the Johnson administration, and 
former Defense Secretary Clark M. Clifford. 
Bu t it is J W F'u lbrig ht, chairman of the Senate 
Foreig n Relations Committee, who is qu oted most 
frequ ently by the spcAesmen of Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong 
Ng u y en Thi Binh, the Viet Cong ’s “foreig n 
rmnister,” ag rees with Fu lbrig ht that “President 
Nix on is doing bu t one thing , that is to pu rsu e the 
policy inherited from the Johnson administration ” 
What the Commu nists want, in fact, is that the 
United States shou ld withdraw all troops from 
Vietnam “u nconditionally ” and force Pre.sident 
Thieu ’s Saig on g ov ernment to enter into a coalition 
with the Viet Cong ’s newly created “Prov isional 
Rev olu tionary Gov ernment” 
Nev ertheless, it wou ld be an error to assu me that 
the Paris talks are stu ck in a barren ex chang e of 
propag anda There is mu ch to be said for the v iew 
of U S spokesman Ambassador Lawrence E Walsh 
that “repeated discu ssion simplifies issu es” 
Moreov er, the open mov es erf diplomacy do not 
alway s represent its real thru st. Paris is one plac*e 
where all sides in the conflict can meet on neu tral 
territory Ev en as the Commu nists and the Sou th 
Vietnamese denou nce each other pu blicly they do 
meet secretly , despite Sen Fu lbrig ht’s dou bts 
There are many hu rdles to clear before most 
American troops can come home from Vietnam 
Howev er, if President Nix on can “bu y time” and 
the Pans talks are not wrecked by ov erwhelming 
pressu re of opinion in the United States, the 
Commu nists, who are themselv es u nder g reat 
pressu re from Moscow to end the war, are likely to 
become more amenable to a cease fire sooner than 
ex pected.

A — Tlie effectiv eness of antiperspirants is 
limited. After a short period of control, there may 
be a rebou nd or increase in perspiration. Ex cessiv e 
sweating can be controlled with a v ariety of dru g s 
taken by mou th bu t, becau se of possible side 
effects, they mu st be taken u nder carefu l medical 
su perv ision. 
Q — I’v e been hav ing nig ht sweats for ov er a y ear 
My scalp g ets as wet as if I’d du cked my head in a 
pan o i water What cau ses this and what can I do for 
it? 
A — Nig ht sweats may be cau sed by tu bercu losis, 
a deficiency of v itamin C or D or a g eneral ru ndown 
condition. If y ou r doctor can find the cau se, he 
shou ld be able to help y ou 
Q — Why do es ex cessiv e salt form in my 
ey ebrows? 
A — The salt is a residu e erf sweating and in this 
location it is u su ally a resu lt of nerv ou s tension. 
Q — What are arteriosclerosis obliterans and 
arteriorscleriHic heart disease with ang ina pectoris 
and osteoporosis, g eneralized? 
A — Ajrterio sdero iis obliterans is a sev ere 
hardening o i the arteries that completely blocks the 
flow o i blood. This is seen most commonly in the 
leg s and in the coronary v essels (A the heart In the 
latter it wou ld cau se a heart attack Su ch an attack 
wou ld be associated with a sev ere pain on the left 
side (rf the chest, the pain of ang ina pectoris — a 
term u su ally reserv ed for temporary spasms in a 
coronary artery rather than a complete obstru ction 
Osteoporosis is a weakening of the bones du e to 
failu re to maintain the normal lev el of calciu m 
phosphate. When the inv olv ement is widespread 
throu g hou t the body , it is said to be g eneralized. 
Q — I hav e beard that eating charcoal-broiled 
steaks clau ses cancer. If this is tru e, wou ldn’t the 
activ ated charcoal y ou recommended for persons 
with sou r stomach be ev en more harmfu l? 
A — The furo r ov er charcoal broiling was short­ 
liv ed. No harm from this sou rce was ev er prov ed. 
Activ ated charcoal tablets hav e long been approv ed 
by the Food and Dru g Administration for ex cessiv e 
belching or g as in the bowel.

Some of the figure filberts 
have other ideas and point out 
that Jackson’s pace is 10 games 
ahead of Maris, who hit 61 in a 
162-game season in 1961. and 23 
ahead of Ruth, who waljoped 60 
in a 154-game campaign in 1927. 
both for the New York Yankees 
Wednesday night's was Oak­ 
land’s 72nd game of the season 
“ It’s nice to be compared with 
great players like Ruth and 
Maris, but I don’t think I'm 
ready to be put in their class 
yet," said the 23-year-old out­ 
fielder. “ I ’m so voung If I have 
five or six good years back-to- 
back I might consider myself in 
their class.” 
Elsewhere in the American 
League. Minnesota topped the 
Chicago White Sox 4-2. Detroit 
drubbed Boston 7-0. Washington 
whipped Cleveland 5-1. the New 
York Yankees edged Baltimore 
3-2 and Kansas City shaded Cal­ 
ifornia 1-0. 
Jackson s explosion was the 
eighth time this season he has 
hit more than one homer in a 
game.
